You can connect the DVCAM without turning off the DVCAM or the PowerBookG3. 
You can hot plug the DVCAM. 

Refer to the manual that accompanied your DVCAM for the location of the FireWire connector.

2)Check if the DVCAM is recognized.

2-l)Set the DVCAM in Camera Mode and turn on the DVCAM.

But note the Apple Video Player can not capture sound and 
recording function does not work.

• DV capturing frame rate depends on CPU speed,Memory size,software and 

Hard Disk sustained data write rate.You need more than 7MB/sec. sustained data write 
rate Hard Disk. 

• To capture full frame rate and non dropped frame movie file to FireWire HD directly, 
G3/400 or G3/333(Lomberd) is required. 

If you have WallStreet model PowerBook,you may not capture non-dropped frame movie 
file to FireWire HD directly.For WallStreet model,we strongly recommend to use internal HD 
or external Ultra SCSI as a scratch drive, and then save the movie to FireWire HD.
